Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1964. 

During  the  year  there  were  366  births,  a  slight  increase 
over  last  years  total  of  344*  This  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
19.6  per  1,000  population.  When  standardised  to  enable 
comparison  to  be  made  with  other  perts  of  the  country,  the 
figure  becomes  21*7  per  1,000  population.  The  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  is  18. 4  per  1,000.  This  is  the  highest 

figure  since  1947  so  the  district  birth  rate  is  above  the 
average. 

Still  births  numbered  7»  This  was  the  same  as  in 
1963  giving  a  rate  of  18. 7  per  1,000  (Live  and  Still)  births. 
The  national  figure  was  16. 3.  Each  year  the  number  of  still 

births  has  been  falling  and  one  can  hope  that  this  fall  will 
continue  in  years  to  come.  Ante  natal  care  of  the  mother  has 
done  much  to  reduce  the  number  of  deaths  and  it  is  of  import¬ 
ance  that  the  mother-to-be  takes  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered  to  her. 

Deaths  totalled  195  and  of  these  101  were  in  persons 
aged  75  years  and  over.  The  standardised  death  rate  was 
10.19  per  1,000  estimated  population  compared  with  11. 3  per 
1,000  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  There  were  6  infant 
deaths  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  16.3  per  1*000  live  births 
compared  with  20.0  per  1,000  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

This  figure  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

With  regard  to  the  causes  of  death,  a  detailed  table 
is  shown.  Malignant  Tumours  caused  27  deaths,  a  little 
lower  than  the  average  for  the  last  6  years.  Of  these, 
cancer  of  the  lung  caused  3  deaths.  60  deaths  resulted 
from  heart  disease  of  various  types.  Over  half  of  these 
were  due  to  Coronary  Thrombosis. 
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There  were  no  deaths  due  to  infectious  disease  and  no  Maternal 
Deaths  occurred. 

Bronchitis  caused  5  deaths.  This  is  a  disease  which 
causes  the  loss  of  millions  of  working  days  throughout  the 
year.  It  affects  men  particularly  ana  those  who  are  growing 
old.  It  is  a  disease  closely  associated  with  cigarette 
smoking  and  with  dirty  air.  The  sickness  rate  is  highest 
in  our  industrial  cities  with  their  air  polluted  with  smoke 
and  chemical  fumes.  It  is  less  common  in  rural  areas.  The 

clean  air  policy  in  many  of  our  cities  should  do  much  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  Bronchitis  is  a 
severe  handicap  as  it’s  victims  frequently  are  incapable 
of  severe  exertion  and  may  need  light  employment  which  is 
not  always  available  at  their  place  of  work.  The  climatic 
changes  which  produce  "smog'1,  a  mixture  of  fog  and  chemical 
fumes,  can  cause  acute  respiratory  distress  in  Bronchitis 
which  may  well  prove  fatal.  Bronchitis  is  so  common  in  this 
country  that  it  is  called  the  ''English  Disease"  by 
continentals. 

Infectious  Diseases  were  not  troublesome  during  the 
year.  Measles  was  responsible  for  the  majority  of  cases 
numbering  130.  There  were  also  10  cases  of  whooping  cough. 
Diphtheria  has  not  been  notified  in  the  district  for  many 
years  now  largely  due  to  the  immunisation  of  children,  the 
majority  of  whom  are  now  protected  against  this  disease. 

There  have  been  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of 
chickenpox.  The  actual  figures  are  not  available  as  this 
disease  is  not  notifiable  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It 
is  not  a  serious  disease  but  it  entails  a  considerable 
absence  from  school. 

There  has  been  little  complaint  regarding  the  water 
supply  in  the  district.  Most  of  the  unsatisfactory 
bacteriological  samples  came  from  private  supplies  which 
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are  easily  contaminated  if  care  is  not  taken.  A  repeat 
sample  is  always  taken  in  such  cases. 

In  recent  years  there  has  appeared  the  problem  of 
an  ageing  population.  In  I960  there  were  nearly  5^  million 
people  aged  69  years  and  over.  The  proportion  of  old 
people  has  increased  from  5;$  at  the  beginning  of  the  century 
to  12/o  today  and  by  1978  will  probably  be  15/S  by  which  date 
there  will  be  7t  million  people  over  65  years.  There  are 
nearly  2  million  people  aged  75  years  and  over,  and  ^ 
million  aged  85  years  and  over,  It  is  in  these  advanced 
aged  group  that  the  greatest  demand  is  made  on  the  Social 
and  Medical  Services.  There  are  nearly  1  million  people 
living  entirely  alone.  Many  are  housebound  and  some  who 
are  bedfast.  Probably  10#  of  the  elderly  are  housebound. 

Most  old  people  want  to  retain  their  independence 
and  this  should  be  encouraged,  although  this  will  increase 
the  demands  on  the  Domiciliary  Services.  The  General 
Practitioner  who  has  looked  after  their  health  for  many 
years  will  detect  the  earliest  signs  of  decline  and  will 
be  able  to  advise  on  preventive  measures  to  maintain  health. 
The  Health  Visitor  does  useful  work  in  attending  to  the 
infirm  old  people  living  alone.  She  can  help  to  prevent 
illness  by  seeing  that  proper  meals  are  taken  and  arranging 
for  after  care  for  those  who  have  been  ill.  Home  nurses 
can  look  after  the  elderly  at  home  and  so  avoid  the 
necessity  of  admission  to  hospital  when  there  is  an  acute 
shortage  of  beds.  Nursing  equipment  can  be  bo  r.'owed 
for  use  in  the  home. 

A  Chiropody  Service  is  available  at  clinics  and  in 
the  patient's  own  home  when  necessary.  This  service  enables 
many  elderly  persons  to  become  mobile  after  being  housebound 
because  of  painful  feet. 

Voluntary  Societies  and  many  Local  Authorities  can 
arrange  for  convalescence  after  an  illness  to  help  the 
patient  regain  full  health. 
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Many  elderly  persons  complain  of  loneliness  and  have 
a  feeling  of  being  unwanted*  This  can  be  relieved  to  some 
extent  by  visits  from  voluntary  workers  who  will  come  to  sit 
and  talk  to  the  old  people  and  do  small  services  for  them 
in  their  home,  post  letters,  change  library  books  and  other 
such  tasks. 

Adequate  meals  are  essential  to  maintain  health.  Often 
an  elderly  person  does  not  get  sufficient  food  because  of 
incapacity  to  cook  a  meal  or  from  indifference.  The  Meals 
on  Wheels  Service  ensures  that  such  persons  do  obtain  the 
nourishment  they  require. 

Special  accommodation  is  now  being  built  for  elderly 
people.  There  is  often  a  warden  attached  to  a  group  of 
such  dwellings  who  can  render  assistance  should  it  be  needed. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  many  elderly  persons  are  quite 
unaware  of  the  variety  of  services  that  are  available  to 
assist  them  and  make  their  life  more  pleasant  and  comfortable. 


I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during 
the  year.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff 
work  extremely  hard  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the  Rural 
District  and  I  am  grateful  to  them  for  their  loyal  support 
and  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  duties.

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PROPHYLACTIC  MCA SURE S  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Figures  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  are  shown  in  the 
Table.  Fewer  injections  are  now  given  as  most  parents  prefer 
their  children  to  have  the  vaccine  in  syrup  or  on  a  sugar  lump 
which  is  much  more  pleasant  for  the  child  than  having  an 
injection  in  the  arm. 

When  a  mother  first  attends  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
she  is  advised  regarding  the  necessity  of  immunisation 
against  infectious  disease.  Very  few  fail  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  this  prophylactic  measure,  though  some  prefer 
to  attend  their  own  doctor  for  the  immunisation. 

The  immunisation  programme  starts  with  a  course  of 
three  injections  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  when  the  baby  is  three  months  old,  followed  by 
Poliomyelitis  vaccination  at  6  months  of  age.  After  the 
baby’s  first  birthday,  Smallpox  vaccination  is  given. 

Booster  doses  are  given  at  18  months  and  just  before  the 
child  starts  school.  A  record  card  is  given  to  the  mother- 
showing  which  immunisation  the  child  has  had  and  when  it 
was  given.  This  card  is  kept  throughout  the  child’s  school 
life  and  is  a  useful  record  as  few  mothers  can  remember 
exactly  when  any  of  her  children  had  their  immunisations. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  showing  an  increase  in 
numbers-  For  some  years  in  the  past  many  parents  neglected 
this  precautionary  measure.  The  risk  of  infection  is  always 
present  now  that  air  travel  is  so  common  place.  It  is 
possible  for  a  person  to  be  developing  smallpox  and  arrive 
in  this  country  before  any  symptoms  are  apparent  and  so 
could  be  in  contact  with  many  persons  before  the  eisease 
becomes  apparent. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  are  rare  nowadays  but  to  maintain 
this  state  of  affairs  it  is  essential  to  ensure  that  every 
child  is  given  protection.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE-  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Lincoln  renders 
valuable  service  in  reporting  on  the  various  samples  sent 
there.  Foodstuffs  and  ice  cream  are  regularly  tested  and 
bacteriological  analysis  of  water  samples  helps  to  maintain 
a  pure  water  supply  in  the  District.  Specimens  from 
infectious  disease  cases  are  reported  on  and  this  enables 
the  Department  to  keep  infectious  diseases  under  control. 

I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  J.M.  Croll  and  his  staff  for  the 
valuable  assistance  they  render  to  the  Rural  District. 

Clinic  and  Welfare  Centres 

The  Clinic  and  V/elfare  Services  are  operated  by  the 
Lindsey  County  Council.  The  Clinics  are  well  attended  and 
advice  is  given  to  mothers  concerning  the  health  of  their 
babies.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  and  welfare  foods  are 
available . 

Clinics  are  also  held  in  Speech  Therapy,  Chiropody, 
and  Child  Psychiatry.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  report 
on  the  administration  of  your  Technical  Department  for 
the  year  1964. 


This  is  my  twenty-second  annual  report 
and  in  that  time  the  efforts  of  the  Council  have  effected 
considerable  progress  toward  bringing  twentieth  century 
amenities  to  the  19,000  residents  in  this  scattered 
rural  community. 

The  transfer  to  the  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  of  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking,  along 
with  staff  members  and  workmen,  was  smoothly  implemented 
on  April  1st. . 


Progress  has  been  good  in  the  provision 
of  main  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works,  contracts 
having  been  completed  in  the  villages  of  North  Cotes, 
Marschapel  and  North  Somercotes.  Work  was  in  hand 
elsewhere  and  plans  well  advanced  for  a  further  four 
villages. 


Street  lighting  responsibilities  were 
assumed  by  the  Council  in  October  and  rapid  progress 
was  made  in  the  extension  of  this  amenity  within  the 
monies  allotted  in  the  Financial  Estimates. 

A  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse 
was  put  into  operation  and  the  Council  has  been 
complimented  on  this  by  many  ratepayers'  throughout 
the  District. 
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With  the  constantly  increasing  volume  and 
tempo  of  work  it  has  been  evident  for  some  time  that  a 
review  of  staffing  was  becoming  increasingly  necessary 
and  in  my  considered  opinion  it  is  now  not  possible  to 
maintain  the  efficiency  in  its'  technical  affairs  which 
the  Council  has  the  right  to  expect  without  this  review 
is  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  urgency. 

This  report  provides  an  opportunity  to 
thank  Doctor  G.  R.  Thorpe,  the  Council’s  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr.  B.  C#  V#  Spence,  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  for  their  assistance  through  the  year; 
and  in  particular  my  Deputy,  Mr.  P.  Child,  and  staff 
for  their  sterling  work  during  a  period  of  intense 
and  increasing  pressure. 

As  always  I  am  very  conscious  and  appreciative 
of  the  interest  shewn  in  technical  matters  by  all  Members 
of  the  Council  especially  the  Chairmen  and  Vice  Chairmen 
of  Committees  whose  understanding  and  confidence  are 
an  inspiration  at  all  times.

GRANT-AIDED  IMPROVEMENTS 


Approved  applications  for 
"Discretionary"  Grants  totalled  71  and 
"Standard"  Grants  33 •  During  the  year 
61  "Discretionary"  and  45  "Standard" 

Grant  schemes  were  completed. 

The  Council's  sustained 
efforts  in  this  respect  have  achieved  a 
total  of  871  "Discretionary"  and  188 
"Standard"  Grant  schemes  completed. 

Combined,  the  figure  of  1,059  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  total  of  6,168 
dwelling  units  of  all  kinds  in  the  District. 


CARAVANS 

Further  site  licences  have  been 
issued  following  agreement  with  site  owners 
on  the  provision  of  amenities  etc.,  to  the 
Model  Standards,  57  site  licences  for  a  total 
of  762  caravans  are  now  in  being.  The  Council 
continued  their  efforts  during  the  year  to  view 
sympathetically  applications  from  E.  M.  Forces 
personnel  drafted  into  the  district. 

The  willing  co-operation  of  site 
owners  has  done  much  to  lighten  the  burden 
of  implementing  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  I960,  and  the  overall 
standard  of  the  sites  is  good.  During  the 
year  some  927  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose.

SEWERAGE 

House  connection  contracts  to  newly 
constructed  sewers  proceeded  well  and  were  completed 
in  the  villages  of  North  Cotes,  Marshchapel,  Legbourne 
and  Little  Cawthorpe. 

Contracts  were  in  progress  for  sewers 
and  pumping  stations  at  Grainthorpe  and  for  house 
connections  at  North  Somercotes. 

The  preparation  of  further  schemes  of 
sewerage  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  1964  for  the 
villages  of  Withern,  Aby,  Donington-on-Bain, 

Saltfleet,  Fotherby,  Utterby,  Ludborough,  Fulstow, 
Covenham  St. Mary,  Covenham  St.  Bartholomew,  Yarborough, 
Alvingham  and  North  Cockerington.  Also  in  hand  was 
the  preparatory  work  for  extension  of  disposal  facilities 
at  Binbrook  and  Holton-le-Clay . 

Mains  sewerage  facilities  are  now  completed 
and  available  in  twelve  of  the  Council's  larger 
villages.  With  the  provision  of  this  amenity  the 
ratepayers'  have  been  quick  to  take  advantage  and 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  these  villages  have 
improved  in  a  dramatic  manner. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  rising  demand  for  this  service 
continues  year  by  year  and  the  number  of 
cesspools  cleansed  in  1964  was  1,034  compared 
with  817  some  five  years  ago.  There  is  a 
continuing  waiting  list  of  approximately 
100  in  spite  of  considerable  overtime 
working  of  the  one  tanker  employed  and  the 
organisation  of  this  service  needs  a  careful 
review. 


Due  mainly  to  the  provision  of 
mains  sewers  391  cesspools  were  abolished 
during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  formal  handing  over  of  the 
Council's  undertaking,  as  mentioned  in  my 
last  report,  took  place  on  April  1st.,  with 
transfer  in  addition  of  certain  staff  members 
and  workmen  together  with  transport,  tools 
and  numerous  items  of  stock.  Sampling  of 
the  supply  has  continued  and  together  with 
certain  private  supplies  a  total  of  310 
samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


This  service  has  been  sustained 
by  the  efforts  of  the  workmen  in  a  difficult 
time  and  a  weekly  collection  at  last  became 
a  reality.  We  have  been  complimented  on 
this  service  by  numerous  members  of  the 
general  public  and  it  is  evident  that  it 
has  filled  a  long-felt  want.  It  is  now 
necessary  to  apply  our  efforts  toward  so 
organising  the  service  as  to  include 
for  the  return  of  the  empty  bin. 

Luring  the  year  the  Committee 
touched  upon  the  question  of  paper  sack 
collection  to  replace  the  metal  dustbin. 
While  being  sympathetic  to  the  idea  the 
increase  in  cost  world  be  such  as  to 
rule  this  out  at  present.  There  is 
little  doubt  however  that  the  paper 
sack  system  has  much  to  recommend  it 
and  should  be  kept  constantly  in  mind 
particularly  in  the  light  of  any 
substantial  break-through  in  costing. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

This  service,  which  tends  to 
miss  the  light  of  publicity,  has  continued 
in  an  efficient  manner  providing  free  treatment 
to  householders  and  a  rechargeable  service  on 
business  premises.  The  one  staff  member 
engaged  has  carried  on  with  his  quiet  manner 
in  treating  358  premises  with  a  total  estimated 
15,980  rats  destroyed.  No  serious  reservoir 
infestation  occurred  during  the  year. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 


On  October  1st. ,  the  Council  assumed, 
responsibility  for  street  lighting  in  twenty 
Parishes.  On  that  date  the  first  Order  made 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  276  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  came  into  operation. 

Complete  lighting  schemes  for 
Marshcbu.pel,  Legbourne  and  Authorpe  were 
installed  and  extensions  in  the  village  of 
Binbrook. 


In  order  to  speed  the  provision 
of  this  service  the  Council  authorised  an 
additional  expenditure  of  a  further  £3,000 
making  a  total  for  the  Financial  Year  of 
£6,000. 


STREET  NaKIFG 

AND  NUMBERING 

The  Council  decided  to 
institute  street  naming  in  a  number  of 
villages  and  street  numbering  in  Holton-le-Clay . 


PETROLEUM  STORAGE 

Testing  of  the  older  storage 
installations  has  continued  and  licensees  have 
been  very  co-operative.  During  201  visits  to 
the  148  licensed  premises  no  difficulties  have 
been  experienced  in  applying  the  Storage  Regulations. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


With  the  increasing  demand  for  this 
facility  the  Council  reviewed  the  local  need 
and  constructed  new  conveniences  and  car  park 
at  Saltfleet  -  a  point  on  the  coast  becoming 
more  popular  with  the  daily  visitor.  In 
this  and  the  other  conveniences  however  it 
has  been  disappointing  to  see  the  amount  of 
wilful  damage  to  the  buildings  and  fittings. 
These  occurrences  have  been  reported  to  the 
local  police  authority  who  are  unable  to 
suggest  a  remedy  for  this  vandalism. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  FLAMING  ACTS 

COUNCIL  BUILDING  BYE-LAWS 


The  following  table  indicates 
the  increasing  volume  of  private  and  public 
development  in  the  District.  With  the 
complexities  of  Planning  Law  and  the  numerous 
site  visits  and  consultations,  the  proper  and 
efficient  administration  of  this  single  aspect 
of  the  Council's  technical  responsibilities 
becomes  progressively  more  difficult.  The 
inspection  and  supervision  of  works  in  progress 
on  the  numerous  sites  in  this  wide  area  will  be 
even  more  onerous  when  the  Building  Regulations 
1965  come  into  operation  on  1st  February,  1966. 

The  year's  total  of  813  applications 
of  all  kinds  is  the  highest  yet  reached  being 
94  more  than  last  year  and  an  increase  of  208 
per  annum  since  1959.  It  is  self  evident 
that  proper  and  efficient  administration  of 
the  Council's  responsibilities  cannot  be 
maintained  without  the  engagement  of  extra 
staff  as  a  matter  of  urgency.
